a record of the circumstances under 
which soldiers of the 3d Inf.,C. V., have 
done their duty. The winter at Camp 
Connor has been one of unusual severi- 
ty, butthrough proper care and attention, 
the treops bave not suffered. When the 
spring months advanced, but wiater 
still held its away, the roads, from the 


immence fall of snow during the winter, 


were rendered perfectly impassable. 
Capt. Stillman, alter every effort to ob- 
tain supplies, was. compelied, under 
military necessity, to abandon the post. 

Qa. the 25th of April he left with forty 
men. leaving a detachment ef ten men, 
under the command of Lieut. Shoemaker. 
A. A.Q.M..to guard the property ne- 
cessarily left at the post for want of 
transporation. | 

For five daye-andnigits, through three 


and. four feet of snow, did this deter- 
tained: band make its way over moun- 


tain heights and through almost impas- 
sable snow, and by the most superbu- 
man exertions succeed in reaching 
Franklin, baving traveled ninety miles. 

Fhe men. arrived safe and well, with 
the exception of bruised limbs swollen 


and diistered' feet and many of them suf- 


fering’ from: “snow blindaess.”” They 
were compelled to throw away all su- 
perfiuous clothing, every one clinging to 
their arms, accoutrements, blanktts"and 
rations sufficient to sustain them 24 bours, 
which consisted for a portion of the time 


. Of the Bran and Wheat, which were left 


on the road last fall and had escaped the 
vermim whose devastation ceased. on the 
arrival of these tired and hungry troops. 

The men are all recovering from their 
fatigue and will soon be for duty at this 
post, and as they ever have been, are 
atill ready at the call of their command- 
-ing officer, to maintain and defend the 
principles of the Government and Flag 
under which they haveso long and faith- 
fully served. 

We welcome them and may their suc- 
cess be commensurate with their devotion 
to their country.
